Not only does it bring a 
really big event to Charlotte, but it also stands as a good creator of international 
relationships.

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ARE YOU A GRANDSTAND FIELD GENERAL? 


TE SCORE was 7-0 against the home team early 
in the fourth quarter when a short kick gave them 
the ball on their own forty. Using powerful bucks 
through the middle of the line, with the fullback carry- 
ing, they crashed on in eight plays to a first down on 
their opponents' twenty. Time was called by the defen- 
sive team and three subs were sent in by their coach 
during the time-out. When play was resumed the home 
team tried a deep reverse around end, which was 
thrown for a five-yard loss. A cross-buck picked up 
three yards, but a short pass was wide of the mark on 
third down, and a fourth down pass was grounded, 

“Can you imagine that,” said one old grad dis- 
gustedly. “Pulling a wide play when they were rip- 
ping them to pieces in the center of the line?" 

“That wasn’t so dumb,” said his friend. 

“Oh wasn’t it? What about that pass on the third 
down when everyone expected it?” 

“On the first play, the end run, you may not have 
noticed, the other team sent some line subs in to 
bolster the defense. Furthermore, they were playing 
a closer packed six-man line with the line-backers 
pulled in tight. Besides, our fullback was probably 
tired. Sending him on a fake into the line, where 
they were bunched, then letting him hand off the ball 
on a reverse to the right half wasn’t a bad idea. 
Unfortunately, their right end played smart ball. He 
took three steps straight ahead instead of knifing. If 
our boy had rounded him he'd have been in the clear.” 

“Maybe you're right. But what about the pass?” 

“The second play, the buck, was probably designed 
to pull the defense in again to set up a pass play on 
the third. Tf they had picked up more yards, the 
quarterback might have tried another line play. Any- 
way, with twelve yards to go, the pass was called for.” 

The stands, come a brisk November afternoon, are 
filled with all manner of “experts,” second guessers, 
hunch players, and system touters, like the first grad 
above. Loud are the howls of anguish when a quarter- 
back calls the “wrong” play. 

Now, there’s nothing wrong with the All-American 
art of second guessing. But the grandstand strategist 
should consider all the elements going into a play 
before he passes judgment on the quarterback. Some 
of these factors he knows as well as the play director 
on the field does, but others he doesn’t, and here is 
where the Napoleon in the stadium seat must show 
come fairness and imagination. ‘ 

Our four star man-without-uniform knows such ob- 
vious things as the score, minutes left in the game,

position of the ball on the field, down and yards to 
go, and playing conditions on the field. But here is 
what he looks for if he is something more than just 
a perverse back-seat driver: 

Ilow do the teams “stack up”? Specifically, is one 
larger, heavier, faster, cleverer in ball-handling, more 
experienced ? Is it psychologically “up” showing pep 
and drive in lining up or dragging legs dispiritedly? 
What kind of shape are the teams in as the game pro- 
gresses? Are any stars hurt? If men are tiring, what 
kind of reserves are sitting on the bench? 

Regarding any particular play itself, here are some 
things a “hep” fan figures out: What style of attack 
does the offensive team use, what kind of plays have 
they been shooting, and has the line been out-charging 
the defending forward wall? Looking at the opposition, 
what kind of defense are they working? Is it a five, 
six, or seven man line? Are men dropped back to 
cover passes or is the defense pulled in tight to counter 
a line thrust? What sort of play has worked on them 
before? Are there any “weak” spots? 

Naturally, no quarterback, on the field or in the 
grandstand, can know all of these things perfectly. 
He'd have to be a combined Houdini and Dunninger. 
But he should have a good idea of most of them betore 
he starts in on “Now I would have done..." 


Unfortunately, however, most stadium jockeys agree 
on only one thing — to disagree! Coaches, pursued 
by Monday morning “I-told-you-s0's,” tell this one in 
self-defense against the armchair brigade— 

It seems Tech, trailing by 6 points, had taken over 
the ball on its 30-yard line late in the game. 

One irate grad had been protesting vehemently the 
whole game about Tech’s “addle-headed” strategy. 

His companion turned to him. “Well, what would 
you do now?” 

“Pd send McCloskey through on a fullback buck.” 

Tech’s right half went around end for twenty yards.

“Pass, They’re not looking for it.” 

McCloskey went off tackle for eighteen yards, 

“And now?” 

“Its obvious. An end run. Anything but a pass.” 

Tech completed a pass down to the one-yard line. 

His companion turned on the “expert” sarcastically: 
“And, just what would you have them do now?” 

The second man shook his head in irritation. “Heck, 
I brought them this far. Let them get the rest of the 
way themselves!”
